ple of Oakland are required to pay the 
State and county taxes ou property 
situated in other 
political divisions. 


This cannot be evaded, for ihe

preme Court has again and again de- 
cided that taxes are part of the oper- 
ating expense that must be figured in 
the cost of supplying water uncl must 
be provided for in the rates. 


It follows, therefore, that r.ivy
